T1|e c hief reason for the protection of the 
brokers' lioxes is the trouble that would he 
caused if one should lie taken. The com¬ 
panies that issued tlie securities, except the 
coupon bonds, would furnish new ones, hut 
would require bonds of indemnity. When 
the Steamship Oregon went down off Fire 
Island several years ago it carried to the bot¬ 
tom of the ocean millions in bonds in transit 
from Europe. Tlie liouse.s to which these 
bonds were consigned obtained the numbers 
and series of them from tlie other side, sup¬ 
plied the indemnity bonds, and have lieen 
collecting the. interest on them ever since. 

When the hanks make deposits they do not 
pay over the actual money. If the borrowers 
have accounts witli them they place the 
amounts to their credit. Otherwise they is¬ 
sue cashiers’ cheeks, which can he deposited 
in the hanks where the borrowers have ac¬ 
counts. The hanks settle among themselves 
daily. The “differences” are determined at 
tlie Clearing House and cashiers’ checks are 
sent to the hanks to which balances are due. 

The actual money used in Wall street, put¬ 
ting the business of brokers with that of tlie 
hanks, does not exceed one per cent of the 
total transactions. 

More money, or the representative of 
money, changes bauds in Wall street than 
anywhere else in the United States. Tlie 
street is practically the clearing house for 
the country. The sub-treasury in New York 
does infinitely more business than the na¬ 
tional treasury at Washington. Banks gen¬ 
erally throughout the couutry keep balances 
in tlie hanks of New York. The hanks in

In short, 
except for the almost universal use of checks, 
drafts and hills of exchange, the whole finan¬ 
cial system would be disorganized and 
demoralized. 

The highwayman who “held up” Jay 
Gould or uny of the millionaires would profit , 
little. Only a few dollars would be secured. 

If $100 lasts Mr. Gould three months for * 
pocket money, its it does, the robber must , 
have a pretty accurate knowledge of his 
uffairs to know when to confront him with ■ 
the hope of getting over $10 or $20. 

The leading millionaires are men without 
exception of plain ways and few require¬ 
ments. They do not use intoxicants or to¬ 
bacco, aud there are few things they need 
money for. The average man who works for 
his daily bread has more money in his pocket 
than the average millionaire. 

Tlie millionaires, too, are as methodical 
in their business affairs. They keep strict 
account of what they draw for their expenses 
aud what they pay out. Mr. Gould carries 
his cash in an old-fashioned wallet in an in¬ 
side pocket. Days at a time pass without 
his opening the wallet. 

Bussell Sage carries his cash in a long, yel¬ 
low envelope, which reposes in the inside 
pocket of his coat. With the money is a strip 
of paper upon which he jots down in his 
small and neat chirography his outlays. No- 
|>ody is more exact than Mr. Sage, uud his 
punctiliousness is shown iu his personal 
matters quite as much as iu his business 
dealings. 

With all the rest less gold in proportion to 
the money used is seen iu Wall street than 
almost anywhere else, despite tlie fact that 
any movement iu it of consequence is to and 
from New York. There is not far from 
$100,000,000 of it in coin iu the vaults of tlie 
sub-treasury, aud perhaps as much more iu 
liars in the vaults of the Assay Office adjoiu- 
ing. 

The banks do not core to lumber up their 
vaults with gold. What comes to them they 
take to tlie suli-treasury, and get gold cer¬ 
tificates for. These can he reconverted into 
- coin upon presentation.

“The price of cocaine,” Mr. Good contin¬ 
ued, “has been reduced very much since; 
uow it is just three cents a grain. We have 
other drugs which are used in medicine and 
which are exceedingly costly. I will give 
you an example. There is eserine, or pby- 
ostiquine, which costs at the manufacturer’s 
thirty cents a grain; that is, §131.25 an ounce. 
It is very rarely used—generally by occulists 
for the purpose of dilating the pupil of the 
eye, in opposition to atropia. It has just the 
contrary effect to opium. You know opium 
makes the eyes heavy aud dull. You see 
them encircled with dark rings. Eserine

SECRET WRITING WITHOUT FLUID. 

Sympathetic inks are well known, but a 
recent discovery of Professor Bruylauts, of 
the University of Louvain, surpasses them, 
inasmuch as no ink at all is required in order 
to convey a secret message. He lays several 
sheets of note paper on each other, and writes 
ou the ujipermost with a pencil, then selects 
one of the under sheets on which no marks 
of writing are visible. 

Ou exposing this sheet to the vapor of io¬ 
dine for a few minutes, it turns yellowish, 
anil the writing appears of a violet brown 
color. Ou further moisteniug the paper it 
turns blue, and the letters show iu violet 
lines. The explanation is that uote paper 
contains starch, which, under pressure, be¬ 
comes bydramide and turns blue in the io¬ 
dine fumes.— Philadelphia Record.

It was a “baby,” ’tis true, but it 
weighed alHiut lsnn pounds, aud was lifted a 
clear three inches from the ground, its whole 
weight peudeut from the jaw of the mau 
above. Sullivan was not successful in an 
attempt to break a chain with his arm, hav¬ 
ing injured this limb ou the previous night.

A Munson Man Killed by l.iglitniug. g 
The following dipping from the Worcester s 
Telei/ram of Monday gives an account of 
how Martin .1. Downey of this place came to f 
his death last week Thursday: f 

The liody of Martin .T. Dow ney of Munson 
w as found stretched out under an oak tree at 
Kochilale yesterday. A bolt of lightning 
entered his head Thursday night, during the t 
heavy showers, auil went through his body. , 
lie was seel! lying Oil the ground three 
mornings by a hrakeman on the Poston and 
Albany railroad, and yesterday the train t 
was stopped to investigate the case. Train ( 
I lespatcher Kdwaril A. Dewey was notified , 
,.u I lie arrival of the train yesterday fore¬ 
noon and Medical Examiner P. H. Keefe 
drove to Poclidalc. The. body was found 
lviug Hat. on its hack under an oak tree, 
about, a mile and a half west of Poclidalc , 
and 150 feet, from the railroad track, lhe 
fe. l were toward the. trunk of the tree anil 
the body Wiis badly decomposed. The left 
hand was in the t rousers pocket, and the right 
hand was partly drawn from the pocket.. 

- Tin- position iu which the man was found 
and t he hands being in the pocket, would in¬ 
dicate that the man was asleep, and for two 
’ mornings the lirakemau on the train sup- 
’ posed the form was that, of a man asleep. 
Yesterday morning the hrakeman saw the
